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Gen. Hancock's Command—A Rallying |: 


Cry for New-York. 

Maj.-Gen. Hancock, Commander of the See 
ond Army Corps, who bears a commission 
from the War Depatimént for the reorultment 
of his corps to fifty thousand men, arrived* in 
New-York yesterday for the purpose of set- 
ting oh foot measures for the filling up of the 
regiinents of his command belonging to this 
State. These number no less than nineteen 
regiménts of infantry and one battery of artil- 
lery, the organizations being as follows:

With ‘such & representation, may we not 
‘say that the mission of Gen. Hancock is pre- 
‘emigently a business which touches New- 
York? - It is indeed so, and we expeot to see 
the call regponded to by one of those splen- 
did efforts which our State is capable of 
making and has already made so often. To 
this end we should be glad .to see public ef. 
fort and private zeal concentrate themselves 
on this specific business ; and if so, there is 
no reason why we uld not, between now 
and the expiration of the term of the National 
bounties, on the Ist of March, fill up these nine- 
teen regiments to the maximum. The nom- 
bey required for this purpose is, we believe, 
about ten thousand men. 

There are several considerations which 
should give an extra fillip to the recruiting of 
Gen. Hancocx’s regiments, and which, while 
stimulating general effort in his behalf, are of 
a nature to appeal powerfully, to those who 
design entering the service of their couatry. 
And firet there is the nature of the service to 
which Gen, Hanoock’s command willbe as-’ 
signed. By “the terms of the order under 
which he is filling up his corps it is to be as- 
signed te.“ special service.’".. What this ser- 
vice isdoes not appear, but without indicat- 
ing any specific mode. of operating, we think 
public anticipation does not greatly outrun 

probability when it fixes Richmond as the 
obiective which will be aimed at by Han- 
cock’s column: It has.been often remarked, 
and we have ourselves shared the senti-

for the express purpose of taking Richmond, 
it would be responded to with enthusiastic 
alecrity. Wedo not take it upon purgelves 
to outrun any, atterance of those at the head 
of affairs, and say that this is the missiog 
for which the Second Corps is designed, yet 
we make bold to prophesy that those who act 
on this supposition will not be greatly mista- 
ken. Here, then, is a glittering point to attract 
all those who, disappointed at the untoward 
fortunes of the Army of the Potomac, wish 
to cast in their lot with a column which holds 
‘out the promise’ of uew experiences, and 
which we hope to see ere long under way, 
with “ Richmond and our Union prisonérs” as 
its battle ery. 

But itis not,merely that the service to 
which the Second Corps is to be assigned 
presents the charm of new experiences : those 
who cast in their lot with this command ‘will 
become heirs to .all the old glories and tradi- 
tions. ofa corps which stands out conspicuous 


among the splendid corps of the Army ofthe: 


Petomac—the corps. which Sumwuge ied 
through the battles of the Peninsula, which 
shattered and broke the army of Jq) N be- 
fore Richmond, which ijuatrated its apirit 
at Antietam by the five thousand 
of. tts mémbers. it left dead and 
wounded an that bloody . field, . which 
lit up the gloom of the first Fredericksburgh 
by heroigm unsurpsssed in ‘military annals. 
which almost alone withstood and repulsed 
the fierce impetuosity of the rebel charges at 
Chancellorsville, which bore the brunt at Get- 
tysburgh and claims the first honors of that 
memorable and splendid victory.. In paying 
the Second. Corps this. tribute, we do not. 
mean to. intimate that it possesses: any in- 
herent miperiority in fighting qualities over 
othérs in the Army: of the Potomac; but 
what’ we do say is: that, having been 
fated to pase ,oftener through the fiery 
ordeal than any of ite. peers, it has 
ever emerged with its -honor brightened 
by the trial. And while its captures from, the 
enemy’ of guns, prisoners and colors rival 
\those of any corps, it has the proud satisfac- 
tion of knowing that not a single. color has 
ever been wrested from it. Growing up with 
this corps and sharing its fame and fortunes,. 
| Gen. Hancock has. risen. into the esteem of 
-the army and the country as a soldiet of un- 
pacged gallantry, energy and ability... In
